Upon the death of Mr. King in 1901 by 


some arrangement with the trustees the 
library passed into the hands of the rector 
and wardens of All Saints' and is now 
under their sole direction.

Now you see that 4 will not 


divide into these numbers or into their 
sums, until we take them all which added 
up make 28 and in 1932 or 28 years and 
seventh Leap year from the present time 
Monday will cntno on the first of February 
on Leap year ug.nn. As February on the 
2»th takes possession of Monday which 
otherwise would have belonged to the first 
of March, the first of Maroh skips o»ej 
Monday and takes possession of Tuesday 
and all the other days of the months lol- 
low Me example skipping over the days 
of the w»ek 
like a game of leap tro« 


until the 28th of February 
next year 


when February dropping the 29th 
the 


first of Muich takes up the day of 
the 


week that Februarv 29th otherwise would 
huve done and the days go on in the old 
way for another four years and we shall 
have Leap year in this way without any 
omission for a lonz time, not until the 
jear 2100 will it be left out. You know 
the reason ic will be left out then., It wus 
10 this paper week before lust. But in the 
year 2100 none of us will care whether 
they have Lsap year on eaith or not.

Limit to Oood Roads Work. 


Daouty Attorney General 
Pleltz has 


rendered an opinion to State Highway 
Commissioner Hunter in which be says 
that tbe electors of the township cannot 
arbitrarily flit tho amount to bo expended 
on good roads with the expectancy thnt 
the county and State must pay their pro- 
portionate fihare of the costj. 
The votem 


of Middletown 
township, this county, 


voted to issue $50,000 io bonds to improve 
the township's muds under the road law 
of 1903, 
but under this 
decision tbe 


county cinnot be compelled to PHV a like 
sum of $50,000 and the State $200 000 
toward the improvement of tbe roads of 
the township. 


Mo Right to Tax Poles. 


A decision that has an important bear- 


inn upnn the actions of the councils of the 
borough of Bnstol and other towns, was 
handed down b> the Supreme Oourt of 
the Doited Stutes pn Monday, in which 
the supreme Court of Pennsylvania was 
reversed. The decision was on the gronnd 
that municipalities huve no light to im- 
pose a revenue tax upon telegraph or tele- 
phone poles. 
The State Supreme Court 


had upheld that light in the case of the 
boiough of New Hope in this county. 
Justice Feckhsin, who hands down the 
decision, holds that the tax is too high to 
allow of their beinrf cimsidpred as Inspec- 
tion t«x»s n« the borough had contended. 


About a year ago Chief Jusiicn Puller in 


the cuse of the borough of New Hope 
aguinst the Western Cnion Telegraph 
Company handed down an opinion con- 
firming the decision ot the State Supreme 
Court and holding that the ordinance tas- 
ina poles was a reasonable one. By the 
decision of Justice Peckham this decision 
is reversed in the case of the Postal Tele- 
grand Company. 
William C. Ryan, Esq., 


of Ooylestown, argued both cases before 
the United States Supreme sCourt.

When to Orlnk. 


The best time to drink water or other 


liquid in quantity is on rising, an hour 
and a half before luncneon and dinner, 
and half an hour before retiring. Gen- 
erally speaking, people do not drink water 
enough, or if they do, it is at the wrong 
time. Water may be taken at the close of 
a men,!, but if many glasses are drunk with 
meals, disorders of digestion may 
follow. 


In fact, the desire to drink water copious- 
ly at meal time is often an evidence of in- 
digestion. Not more than two glasses of 
water or other liquid should be taken at 
meal time, 
and practically no voter 


should be drunk when enup is served. Hot 
water may be taken on rising and retiring 
for those who are sensitive to cold during 
the winter months. Bot water is soothing 
aod quickly absorbed. It stimulates the 
secretion of bile, especially if the liver is 
repeatedly signaled by taking the water in 
sips, 
Cold water in the morning is to be 


preferrtd if there is constipation. Pure 
water washes waste products from t be 
system, but impure water, although it 
may be rendered safe by boiling, is of 
little use in removing waste from the 
s>stem. 
Tbe protracted use of hot .water 


internally is debilitating, as is also its too 
free use eiternallv. Ice water, unless 
sipped slowly, retards digestion. 
Water 


that is retreshingly eool is best at all 
times when there is no good excusn or 
reason for the ns° of hot water. Milk may 
be taken with Sab, fruit, eggs and cereals, 
but not with meat; and it should not be 
used as a beverage when vegetables are 
oaten. It nho-ild be sipped after any food 
in the mouth is swallowed. 
Coffee goes 


with meat, as do also cereal coffees and 
water. Teg may be taken with eggs and 
fish, but should not be taken- with meat. 
The tannin of the tea hardens tbe meat 
fibre. Water goes with everything, but is 
best taken in quantity 
on an empty 


stomach. 
Dyspepsia often 
begins in 


childhood, and is due to allowing children 
to drink too freely with their meals, 
especially children who are convalescing 
from diceases which,affect the mucus 
membrane, such as, measles, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria and whooping cough.
